The plaintiffs agreed t« this, and the 
mortgage was delivered to them whereby 
the defendants sold and conveyed an 
their land and property In Olaa, which 
are known as Olaa lots 1B9. 1«, 1W and 
!«, Issued by the Government to J. B. 
Grossman. The mortgage also Included 
all the buildings and other structures 
erected on such land, together with all 
machinery, live stock, wagons and other 
things on the lands at the time of the 
execution of the deed., ' . ' - , , 
The crops of fcbfl&e raised and being 
raised were also included to the convey- 
ance. The defendants were to pay the 
«pm of H.7SO within ten years from th« 
date of the morteafre and were to pay in- 
terest annually to Hackfeld and Compa- 
ny, at the rate of 10 per cent. 
Hackfeld and Company allege that the 
defendants "have utterly failed to keep 
any Book of account, as provided In the 
terms of agreement and refused the ora- 
tor the right to inspect the same while 
the defendants were Indebted to Hackfeld 
and Company, and that they have also 
failed to keep up the cultivation of cof- 
fee now growing npon the land to the 
satisfaction of the plaintiffs and have al- 
lowed'said coffee to become choked with 
weeds and underbrush. 
On March 1, 1901. Hackfeld and Compa- 
ny declared the entire amount of Indebt- 
edness due to be then payable, amount- 
Ing with interest to $20.094.18. They state 
that the defendants have refused to make 
any payment on the Indebtedness, and 
they now wish the Conrt to declare the 
right of the mortgagees 
to have the

Water for Ballast. 


The French ship Cape Horn, now out 


forty-one days on the way from Iqul- 
•jue for San Francisco, Is said to be the 
first entirely water-ballast vessel to 
oome to this Coast. The Cape Horn, 
which is of 2,278 registered tonnage, has 
a capacity of 1,760 tons water ballast 
of which 800 Is In the double bottom and 
1,150 in the bold, •which Is In the center 
of the ship and divided Into eight com- 
partments. In 1889 the Cape Horn made 
the trip from Rio de Janeiro to the 
west coast of South America entirely 
with water ballast and was the first 
vessel to make a long trip under those 
circumstances. The Cape Horn Is own- 
ed by Bordes ft Son of Parts, who are 
reported to be the largest ship owners 
m the world, having a fleet last year 
of thirty-eight vessels, with an aggre- 
gate tonnage of 119,660.

an Shoe Co., Ltd., who has been in the 
East for several months arranging for 
the flotation of the stock of the local 
company, and for the shipment of the

Honolulu promoters that' he has been 
successful In his efforts to buy the 
machinery outright. Instead of leasing 
it, as is customary. 


Philip L. Weaver, one of the projec- 


tors of the sceheme to make Hawaii 
a manufacturing center whereby the 
enormous number of hides in the Isl- 
ands could be utilized, states that Mr. 
Hill will be here on the first of April. 
or thereabouts, and that active work 
in erecting the buildings for the In- 
stallation of the plant will 
begin. 
Manager Hill had a hard fight with 
the American Shoe Machinery Company 
to concede to the Hawaiian company 
the right to own the machinery, in- 
stead of holding it under lease and 
paying a royalty to the manufacturers.

• yesterday by Kawaiahoa will be read 
-with amusement by the Washington 
authorities and medical profession the 
world over. He gravely gave notice 
of a bill authorizing the Issuance ot 
licenses to "kahunas who are expert In 
diagnosis, as physicians of the Territo- 
ry of Hawaii." 


Kawaiahoa evidently believes in^the 


kahuna to such an extent 
that he 


would prefer his mysterious rites in 
the treatment of sick members of his 
own family, rather than hire the ser- 
vices of a physician who Is a graduate 
from a reputable school of medicine. 


If Kawaiahoa has his way the Ka- 


" bunas will be able to hang out their 


shingles with the medical fraternity in j 
general, and can refer to "the prores- j 
Bion" with the same easy suavity as 
the regular practitioners. There Is lit- 
tle doubt but that if they were regu- 
larly licensed the natives would flock 
to their offices and receive treatment 
by the use of herbs and awa, and get 
prescriptions for running around one's- 


*- residence at night half naked, wearing 
only a girdle of grasses, and perform- ! 
ing other absurdities which are sup- • 
posed to take away the Ills that flesh 
is heir to. As to fees, the regular 
practitioners are not in it, for the 
kahunas exact amounts from their de- 
luded patients which would appal one 
who is used to paying a doctor's bill- 
even in Honolulu. 


Much of the day was consumed In 
discussing House BUI 1. the appropria- 
tion measure in which the funds for 
the expenses of the two branches of 
the Legislature are contained. 
This 
bill was returned to the House by the 
Senate, because that body objected to 
the House spelling the word "forty" 
with a "u." After discussing the pro- 
priety of spelling the word correctly, 
the House finally consented to do so, 
and It was again ready for presenta- 
tion to the Governor wnen the Joint 
committee was appointed. 
Upon motion of Mossman the rules 
were suspended and they were-again 
taken up for third reading, as re- 
„ 
_, __ 


ported back from the Senate. 
The 
House was enlightened by. a few ap- 
propriate remarks from Makekau, who 
claimed It had already passed the bill 
for the third time, and he wanted In- 
formation as to why the bill again 
needed amendment. 
Robertson 
was 
strongly of the opinion that under the 
rules of the House It had no Jurisdic- 
tion to make any changes In the U1L 
Emmeluth reminded the 
members 
that since bill had been returned by 
Senate with certain recommendations 
the House had not taken "any action 
on the same. The clerk of the House 
stated tHe changes ordered in the bill 
had been made. Prendergast, who Is 
evidently becoming anxious about the 
passage of the bill and the resultant 
flow of gold coin Into the hands of the 
legislators, recommended that the bill 
be passed and sent to the Governor 
at the earliest possible date. Moss- 
man sprung the Organic Act to Show 
that the House had the power to make 
whatever changes were necessary, and 
he urged that this be allowed and the 
bill passed. Makekau strongly urged 
that something be done, as he was 
afraid that the people would come to 
the belief that the House was not ca- 
pable of making laws. Makekau was 
undoubtedly right for once, 


Mossman, the author of the bill, ob- 
jected to Makekau taking the floor so 
often. He said he had bad possession 
of that valuable part of the House 
on which the members rest their "un- 
derstandings" three times. 
Speaker Aklna settled the entire 
matter by declaring that the amend- 
ments proposed to the bill were in or- 
der, but Robertson contended that the 
only motion which the speaker could 
properly entertain was to suspend the 
'rules.

One of the Board of Health members 
nquired whether the Settlement phy- 
sician had declared, they were not lep- 
ers, but got no reply. 
Senator Kanuha launched into the 
matter and put several questions to 
he board, which Dr. Emerson answer- 
ed. He thought it was not right to 
have persons not afflicted with lepro- 
sy, living there on the public, and if 
they were not lepers they should be 
released. Dr. Emerson said that was 
a matter which could not be definitely 
decided. The men might not be afQict- 
ed with leprosy in a decided forte at 
certain periods, yet it was possible the 
disease would break out violently, ana 


10 one could say that this or that man 
was cured because the disease seemed 
to be arrested. Kanuha thought that 
such persons should be segregated 
from those known to have leprosy, and 
if they were really cured they would 
not again be tainted. 
Dr. Emerson 
thought that was impracticable on Mo- 
lokai, and said that the whole social 
system there would be broken up it 
that were done, probably with bad re- 
sults. Senator Kanuha was told that 
if these ten men wanted to get away 
from the Settlement they should pre- 
sent themselves for examination to Dr. 
Oliver, medical superintendent at Ka- 
laupapa, and say "We don't believe we 
are lepers," and if they were really not 
lepers then they would be released, but 
not otherwise. 
Senator Kalue asked if the physician 
at the Settlement made any pretense 
at treating the disease. Dr. Emerson 
replied that no systematic treatment 
was attempted, as it was usualy too 
tiresome to the patients, aa it broke In 
too much into their social life, and 
they did not have the patience to stand 
the treatment day after day. 
The lepers also asked that their al- 
lowance of palai be increased from 
twenty-one to twenty-five pound* per 
week. One of the petitioners most 
anxious to have this Increase made 
was Notley, a leper, who raised taro in 
large quantities, which he sold to the 
Board of Health. His reasons were 
quite apparent. 


The board agreed with the legislators 
that the lepers should 
occasionally 
have mutton to alternate with beef. 
The lepers bad complained of the 
quality of the beef, claiming that the 
methods pursued by the superinten- 
dent in keeping cattle confined for a 
month in a pen wherein they sank to 
their bellies in mud, were such as to 
make the beef poor. The methods of 
butchering were also criticised. 
Mr. 
Reynolds denied that the cattle were 
kept at the Settlement for a month, 
and said "they were miserably poor 
when received. 


Gilfillan suggested that the board 
bring the cattle to the government 
lands near Kawaihae, Hawaii, fatten 
and kill them there, shipping the beef 
in cold storage to Kalaupapa. 


Beckley then made inquiries concern- 
ing a woman named Anna Bridges, 
whom he had seen at Kalihi Receiving 
Station on Tuesday. She had been de- 
clared by the physicians as a "sus- 
pect," whereas ten years ago she was 
declared a leper and sent to Molokai. 
He thought there was an explanation 
due from any member of that original 
board as to why she should, so many 
years ago, have been aoomed to in- 
carceration at the Settlement, and 
after a decade had passed to be de- 
clared only a suspect. He considered 
that an injustice had been done her, 
and there might be many others as 
well. 
The associations which that 
woman had had all these years were 
probably such that she was tainted by 
contact 'after being sent to Molokai 
He asked if there had been any others 
so treated. Secretary Wllcox said that 
two persons had been removed from 
the Settlement after being declarja 
lepers to be given treatment by Dr. 
Goto, but had afterwards been return- 
ed 
to 
Kalaupapa.

Beckley asked that the board look Into 
this woman's history. 
The question of the number of hones 
which each leper should be allowed to 
own, was brought up.
